
Backg r ound of the invention : 



An improved and new design foi the first aid &Uipb is the purpose o f tliis p a tent 

applica t ion. A first aid strip nounally consists of , a piece of st e rile nonadhe r ent gauze p ad , of 
an appr o pria te size and shapc 5 to which is a t tach e d o n on e side, a strip o f adhesive tape, which is 
f o r the pur p ose o f a t taching the, gauze p ad t o the body, 

The new design that I wish to create is to, make a pouch/ w e ll/ depressi o n/ h o ll o w 

on the side of th e gauz e pad , that conies in contact with the skin . The pur p ose o f this , pouch/ 
well / is t o , be able t o de p osi t a small am o un t o f, m e dicated c r cani/ g e l, such that when this new 
fust aid strip design is attached to the skin, th e cream/gel d o es not get squish e d o ut, which alm o st 
always happens, when the cur re nt d e sign of, firs t aid strips is used t o gth er with s o me cream/ gel.

This inventi o n rela t es t o c r eati o n of n e w and impr o ved first aid strips for the , 

pur p ose o f, being used o n different skin ailments, such as corns , warts , small localized burns , 
skin areas , cuts and bruises, raised m o les o r any o ther l o cal iz ed skin c o nditi o n which w o uld 
need o r benefit fr o m, being us e d in conjuncti o n with s o me medicated umUn e nt / cream / gel . 

I t is kn o wn in a prior art that, a first aid strip comprises o f a fla t p iece o f, sterile 

n o n adherent gauze pad, o ver which a strip of adhesive tape is p ro vid e d t o e nabl e th e , gauze pad 
to be a t tached the skin . 

The drawback of this kn o wn art, of the first aid strip, is that , if m e dicin e for the 

skin conditi o n, is applied in the f o rm o f an o in t ment/cream o r g e l to th e w o und o r skin conditi o n, 
and a first aid strip, in its present design is, attached over i t , the o intmen t / cream or gel gets 
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squished o ut, and as a result, a very negligible amount o r n o ne o f the cream / oin t ment, ui g e l is 
left behind. In addi t ion, if there is, s o me am o unt o f, locales bulge o r swelling, associated, with 
the wound / skin condition, such as following a dee p cut, or when there is a war t r aised mole, th e 
cr e am / gel / ointment gets squished out even f urther.

B r ief Summary of the Invention / Design 

I t is the o bject of this new inven t i o n t o provide an improved fi r st aid strip to ; 

ove r -c o me the drawbacks o f the prior art of the first aid strip. 

The pres e nt invention pr o vides an improved first aid strip , c o mprising a strip uf 

gauze p ad, having a eavity / pouch / well / depressi o n / hollow , on the surface of the gauze pad, 
facing the skin, that is the side o f pad, that li e s adjacent tu the skin. The pur p ose of this p o uch, 
h o ll o w / well / dep r essi o n , is to be able t o deposit a small amount of, medica t ed c r eam / gel , in 
the form of, cream / gel / uiulinuil . The r e are many pe o ple , wh o w o uld like to be able t o use 
some sort of cream / gel / ointment , in associati o n with the first aid strip, but this d o es not seem 
to stay, whe r e it has been put, and g e ts squished ou t , when a fi r st aid strip is placed ove r it. 

1 p r opose, a t the present t ime, five ways by which such emb o diments may be 

c r eated , o n the gauze pad , on the side tha t lies adjacent to the skin. 

1 . The first meth o d of creating this design is t o add an additi o nal , o ne o r two, 

laye r s of gauze pad ov er , the gauze pad attached to the fi r st aid strip. However 

the laye r s 2 and 3 , have a window cut out fr om around th e cent e r l e aving a ' 

a margin o f, abou t 1.5 mm all ar o und . The d e pth of the p o uch s o c r eated, 

should pre f erably not exceed , 1 .5-2.00 mm . This determination can be made 

late r , depending o n th e a e sthetic of the resulting pr o duct. 

2 . The second method of creating the new design is , t o place a ring of an inert 

ma t erial, for c.g cork, p las t ie, la t ex, in between two laye r s of gauze p ad, sueh 

diat when the, tw o layers of gauze pad and the ring are pressed togeth e r, 

a small pouch is crea te d as a r esult. The ring is sealed betw ee n the two layers 

o f gauze p ad in such a manne r that the ring , d o es no t come in contac t with — 
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th e skin . The de p th o f the ring is appr o x 1 .50 "1 . 9 5 nun. The dimciiMuns u f 
the ring arc app r oximately, 1 .5 mm less than th e dim e nsi o ns o f the gauze path 
This way there is a s mall margin of gauze pad, outsid e the bo r de r s o f tlit ling 
Which wh e n pressed against the layer of gauze pad below, seals the i itig- 
b e tween th e two laye r s of gauze pad. 



3 . The third method of creating this n e w design is to, creating an out pouching 

of the entir e , first aid strip t o gether with the gauze pad, such tha t i t bulg e s , 

o utwards from one sid e . As this do e s n o t maintain die aesthetic of the fast 

aid strip, this is no t a very desirable t echnique of c r ea t ing this design. 

4 . The f o urth method of c r eating this design is to incor p orate, the depressi o n, 

cavi t y o r pouch in a single, thick enough piece of gauze pad, a t tached to the 

first aid strip adhesive tape, by scooping o ut from around the cen tr al area of 

the gauze pad. The thickness o f gauze pad, is appiox 2.5-2.75 mm. 

The pouch so created would have a margin of gauze pad, o f about 2.00 nun. 

all around and the depth of the pouch so created should prefe r ably n o t 

exceed 1.50 u 1. 9 5 mm. The actual dimensions may be appr op ria t ely 

m o dified later . 

5 . The fifth possible me t hod of creating a pouch is by , placing a ring made of 

— a ligh t weight mat e rial, such as cork , on the surface of th e gauze p ad, o r 

ar o und the borders o f the gauz e pad, in such a manner that, it is first to come 

— contact with the skin, before any othe r part o f the first aid strip. The ring is 
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a tt ached to the gauze pad, by any appiopiidtc adhesive . The ring would havtr 

a depth of ap p rox 2.00 u 2.25 mm, depending o n whether the ring in ua 01 

around the gauze pad, and is of the size and shape of the gauze pad: 

The actual depth o f the ring can be increased o r decreased later, if needed . — - 

depending on the requir e ments of the manufacturer. The surface of the ring — 

tha t comes in contac t with skin is also, pr o vided with some adhesiveness, 

such that when p laeed o n the skin, it sticks to it. The ring would be placed, — 

either o n the gauze pad, flush with its margins , o r all ar o und the margins. 

margins of gauze p ad , the r eby enclosing the borders o f the gauze pad in die 

ringr 

Though any o f the above methods can be us e d to creat e th e n e w design, the actual 

technique used, w o uld depend o n the, aesthetics, costs, and the preferences, of the manufactur er 
of this product. All the techniques men t ioned above, can be used to create a pouch or well in any 
shape of the, o f the first aid strip, b e it circular, elliptical, square, re ctangular. 
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The design improvement , I wish to make is to, create a pouch, depression, holluw, 

a w e ll, or what e ver it migh t be termed , so as t o enable to d e posit a small amount o f , any variely 
o f cream, tha t w o uld enable the same to r emain within the, first aid sliip, and not get squished- 
-out, when th e strip is attached t o the skin. This is e s pecially true, not only on skin surfaces all 
ove r the body , bu t also especially on parts of the body that are c o nstantly activ e , such as the, 
finge r s , the knee, the ankle. This pouch/well/ de pr essi o n/ als o provides a small amoun t o f space 
int o which, any small injury, such as a d eep cut, which might be associated with a small amount 
o f localized swelling, can e x pand in to . This pouch / well / depressi o n / als o can accommodate, 
the bumps, associated with say a wart, co r n, b o il, rup t ured blist e r, localized burn/ localized pa t ch 
o f dry skin, in such a manner that the fi r s t aid strip fits on to each of these condi t ions, in the f o rm 
of a cap. 

This new design, can be creat e d, in sev er al ways, which I would like t o p aten t , in the 

form of, pro c e ss p a te n t , if permissable . 

h — Fh st Me t hod ; This pouch can be c r ea t ed by adding, say an o ther 1^2 layers of 

gauze p ad, t o the to the firs t aid s tr ip. The l o werm o s t layer of, gauze p ad, will be complete, but 
the lay e rs 2 and 3 will have a wind o w cut o u t fr o m the centr e .Thus in effec t there will be ring o f 
gauze all ar o und, made up of laye r s 2 and 3 of gauze pad, wh o se o u t er margins are flush with th e 
margins of layer 1 o f gauze pad. This r ing can be made o f alternative ma t erials sueh as, c o rk or 
r ubb er The dimensi o ns of this ring are, approx 2,00 u 2.5 mm wid e and 1.54. 9 5 mm d eep . 
This in effect creates a small pouch. The dimensions of this r ing of gauz e can be appropriat e ly 
m o dified la t er. The rubber fo r the ring, may be similar t o tha t used in rubber bands. The r ing has 
some adhesiveness provided, so that i t sticks to th e skin, when placed o n it. 
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2. The s e cond way, that a pouch/ well/ depression can be c r eated, is by placing a, 

ring , (smaller in dimension, relative to th e siz e and shape o f the, piece of gauit pa J ), between 
tw o laye r s of gauze, and then sealing / p re ssing the two laye r s o f gauze. The ring nccik t u be 
mad e of a light and in e rt material, like c or k, rubber, plas t ic . This determination can be made at a 
latte r date. The de p th of the ring, is about, 1.50 ^ 1 . 9 5 mm, and the width of the ring is appr o x, 
2.00 t o 2.50 mm. Th e ring would be, int e rposed betw e en the lay e r o f gauze pad a t tached to the 
adhesive tape and another layer o f gauze pad over it. The tw o lay e rs of gauz e pad arc pressed 
tog e the r , in such a manner that the ring is sealed between the two laye r s. The size o f the ring , 
such as len g th and breadth, are appr o x 1 .5mm less than the dimensi o n of the gauze p ad . This in 
effec t p r ovides a small margin of guaze pad, o utside the bo r de r s of the ring. 
(See A p p en dix D fo r diagramatic r e pre se n ta tion for t his) . 

3. The t hird te chnique of crea t ing the pouch / well / de pr ession is t o , crea t e a bulge 

in the first aid strip, in the area which includes th e guaze pad in such a mann er that the bulge so 
c r eated includes not only the guaze pad, but also the adhesiv e strip ove r lying i t . This method 
h o weve r do e s not produce an aesthe t ically plea s ing pr o duct ( S ee A p pe n dix C ) . 
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4. The fou rt h m et hod of ct eating this pouch / well/depression /cavi t y is, t o take a 

singl e p iec e o f guaze pad, o f a ppropr iate thickness, o f say approx 2.5 u 2.75 111111 and iu sc oo p cmt 
a cavity from around th e center leaving a margin of, 2.00 mm o f guazc p ad all around. It is this 
single piece o f guaze pad, with a cavi t y in it& cen tr al area tha t is attached to th e , adhesive strip 
tha t comes with the first aid st r ip. The depth of the p o uch crea t ed should be a p proximately 1 .5 
mm -'l^S nun . The determinations of, thickness of guaze pad and d e pth of pouch can be 
de t ermined between, the designe r and the manufacturer. 
( See App e udix D f o r a diagiamatic lepr e s e u t a t iou ) 

5. Th e fifth me t h o d of c r eating this n e w design is to , place a ring made up o f 

co r k, lubb e r, or guaze, sur ro unding the guaze p ad. The rubber of the ring may be siniilai to 
tha t , used in r ubbe r bands. The ring is, placed o n the first aid strip in such a manner that it is in 
contact with the adh e sive strip, by an appropria t e adhesive, and the surface of t h e ring that 
comes in c o ntact with the skin, is also p rovided, with some adhesive capability so that when 
p laced o n the skin, it sticks to the skin . The presence of this ring, a ro und th e guaze pad, 
pr ovides a small pouch / well , into which a small am o unt of medicat e d cream or ointment can be 
deposi te d. The size and shape o f the ring appr o ximates the size and shape o f the guazc p ad, bu t 
the r ing is a li tt le bigge r in size, as i t su rr ounds t h e guazc p ad, all ar o und its margins. 

The dimensi o ns of the ring ar e as fellows.

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There may b e o t h er me t h o ds, by which, it may possible to create this puuih , 

well / depressi o n, and th e above mentioned methods die not a com p le t e and exhaustiv e list o f all 
th e m e thods that may be us e d to make i t . Bu t the end result would p r oduce the, improvement , 
invented / d e sign e d by me . The design t o be used, to make this pioduct can b e determined lalei, 
by the designer and the manufac t urer. 

In o rder to p r even t the possibli t y o f t his design being immitated on a pi e c e uf 

flat s t erile/ n o nstcril e , guazc o r pad, I w o uld lik e t o , p a te n t an extensio n o f t his desig n to a 
product that I call, guaz e ha t s/ g uaz e caps. These hats/eaps, arc basically a pouch / pr e gnant- 1 — ■ 
dimple / w e ll /depressi o n, cr e a t ed on a flat piece o f guazc, n ot a par t of first aid strip, ( wliich 
has an adhesive tape a t tached to the guaz e ). Thus this ind e p e nd e nt p i e c e of guaze hat / cap, can 
be us e d with diffe re nt w o unds/ skin condition with an appr o pria t e size of adhesive tape. At th e 
p re s e n t time, it is possible t o get on the market, independ e nt p ieces o f sterile/ n o n-sterile, g uaz c 
p ad, each in its own separate scaled pack. H o wever this is jus t a plain, fla t guaze pad, with o ut a 
pouch. 

Thcsc,Guaze ha t s / Guaz e ca p s, can also be c r eat e d in a manner s imilar t o tha t- 

which is used to make the, Firs t aid ha t s / Fi r s t aid ca p s, as menti o ned in the possibl e five 
t echniques, with appropria t e modifications, for fact o ring the absence o f the adhesive strip. 

Howeve r , this is n o t an exhaus t ive list o f the ways in which this, w e ll / pouch 

/ de p ressi o n / can be made. The r e may be o the r ways by which it may be possible create a pouch 
well / depression, in die flat piece of guaze pad, and the end resul t w o uld be to create a pouch o r 
well , that does n ot exis t in the p r o ducts o f similar nature, available on the mark e t to da y :

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The specific design, for which I wish t o claim a pat e nt, by this design pat e nt a pp lication, is as 
follows : 

1. 1 wish t o cr e at e a pouch, hollow, d e p r ession, well in the fi r st aid strip, on the sid e of the first 
aid strip, that comes in contact with the skin. The ornamental design, fo r the c r eation . of this 
pouch, well, or hollow in the fiisl did strip, is as sh o wn and d e scribed in the details o f the patent 
applicati o n. Th e title for this inv e ntion, I have chosen is, Fi r st Aid Ilats/or also called, as First 
Aid Ca p s. The r eason for this is, when a first aid strip, with my new design, when applied o n a 
wound o n the skin, gives an appearance of a cap o r hat c o v e ring the w o und. An extension of, die 
invention tha t I se e k to paten t using the first aid s t rip, may also be c r eated on a simple flat piece 
of gauze, dev o id o f the adhesive s t rip that comes with the first aid strip. The title I wish to use for 
my design as applied on a simple flat piec e o f gauze is, Gauze Ilats/or also called as Gauz e Caps. 
The ornamental design as applied on a sim p le flat p iece of gauze, is as shown and described, in 
t he d e tails attached to this patent applica t ion. 
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ABSTRACTS Or TIIE DISCLOSURE 

The new design tha t I wish to c r ea te , in a commonly available item called , fit&t 
aid strips , is to c r ea t e a small pouch, depression, holl o w or well, whatever it may be 
appropriately , called, s o that when a small am o unt of cream, ointment or gel is p laced o n th e 
firs t aid st r ip, and attached to the skin, this does no t get squished out. At t he presen t moment, the 
firs t aid strips are just a fla t piece of gauze attached t o an adhesive strip. By virtue o f my n e w 
design a small pouch is, embodied in the first aid strip, f o r which a r equ e st fo r a patent is being 
ap p li e d fo r , by this application. This new design, may be c r eated in several ways " as shown and 
described " in the detailed descripti o n a t tached . 
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
